RELATIONS WITH ENGLAND. 
, Another of our leading merchants then: rose

COAL IN THE PHILIPPINES, 


BATISFACTORY KESULTS OBTAINED. 


The coal measures are mado up of altornating 


PF beds of shalos, sindstoues, clay, and black lignite 


or lignito-bitumineus coal, besides a fow small 
bands of limestone in their lower horizon, 
many as five different bods of fuel ‘have beon 
@Fstinzuished. ‘I'hese measures inorease in 
iokness, but apparently grow more and 
moro barren of coal “towards the north 
shore. A little south-weat of Calansga Bay, 
the ‘eastern one of tho two major indonta- 
tions on the north shore, s Spanish compan 
has operated within the past ton years, first 
wining coal by atoans of expensive Spavish 
labour and Inter (1903-4) with the help of 
Japanese, Here, says. the Engineering Moga- 
sive, the maximum thickness of coal seams 
examined is about 6 feet ; but near the south 
shore, towards tho western ond of the island, 20 
feet, of coal was penetrated by a drill; and at 
the apex of thy anticline there is an abnormal 
accumulation of over 30 feet of minerul fusl. 
However, tha greatest normal thickness of ony 
seam on the island, measured at the surface, did 
not excaad 8 feet, : 
Of the just stated thickness at the outcrop 
was the '' Big T'roo” seam, from which o sample 
Jot of ten tons gavo bighly satisfactory results 
when thoroughly tested ou board the U. 8, 
army trousport Wright’ lato in April, 1904. 
Compared with the Kisbima coal from Japan, 
tried almost simultancously ‘under identical 
eonditions, tha Batsn coal was found to contain 
25 per cont, more lump, to produce the camo 
speed of 13.3 knots per ton per hour, to yield 
less dark smoke, and to leave no elinkers instesd 
of many, and only 98 percent. of dry refuse 
instead of 19 por cont. Thero was also less 
work invelved in firing with the Batan fuel, 
owing to ite superior cleanliness, low ash 
content, and little waste. .
